To our synodical constitution two amendments will be offered— 


1) To By Law No. 5—that we substitute after words “ribbon 
of the following shades “Blue for all delegates; — ‘for visitors ; 
red for life members.“ . 

(2) To Art. 8, Sec. 1—Add “No department secretary shall 
serve for more than five consecutive terms.” 

In addition to these there are changes to be voted upon in the 
constitution of the general society, necessitating a Reo by our 
synodical body. | 

Most of them hinge on the amendment to make the general con- 
vention moet triennially instead of biennially. How will you vote? 


If this change is e the term of office will automatically 


become three years instead of two. The President, Vice-president and 
Recording Secretary are now eligible for one re-election; under a 
changed constitution that would mean six years instead of four. The 
Treasurer is now eligible to four re-elections making eight years and 
the Statietical Secretary as well; the acceptance of the new plan will 
make the Treasurer eligible for two re-elections or for nine years 
classifies the Statistical Secretary with the other three officers. 

It is also proposed that the Literature Committee be known as 


the Education Department. Perhaps the proposed change most im- 


portant to us, is that instead of the Executive Board being com 
of twenty members including officers and others selected at , 
the Executive Board shall consist of officers and Synodical Presi- 
dents meeting at least twice a year.

Your statistical secretary wishes to thank the brethren of Synod 
for their splendid co-operation the past year. Because of that co- 
r your secretary was the first of all the statisticians of the 

nited Lutheran Church to send in the synodical report. 

Perhaps for the first time in the history of the Synod reports 
were received from every congregation. A goodly number came in on 
time and all came in in time to be included in the report. The reports 
contained the usual errors which a strict adherance to the rubrics 
would have eliminated and three of the brethren insisted on report- 
ing “cents” contrary to the rubrics but as a whole the reports were 
much better filled out than last year. 4 3 

A comparison of figures for 1924, 1929 and 1934 indicate that our 
od has made ins of 4156 in baptized membership, 2837 in con- 
ed membership and 2119 in communing membership in the past 

five years and gains of 6594 in baptized membership, 4676 in con- 
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firmed membership and 3066 in communing membership in the past 


ten years. 
Church Schools of 1924 with its 6 teachers 
„ — 41 to 13 in 1929 with 62 teachers and 603 
scholars and to 17 with 118 teachers and 1052 scholars in 1934. 
The number of Catechumens decreased almost 50% in the 
ten years. In 1924 there were 1245 while there were but 670 in 1934. 
The number of Sunday Schools was the same in 1934 as it was in 
1924 but the number of teachers and scholars increased substantially. 
A thousand dollars less was paid in apportionment in 1934 than 
in 1933 but the deficit for 1934 was $12,913 less than it was in 1924.

Finances 


This important item has kept in rather better condition than for 
the last few years. The 8 the tuition did not lessen the 
funds because of the larger number of students. At the meeting of 
the Board last October Dr. Martin seemed to feel a little more en- 
couraged. The prospects of meeting expenses seemed a little brighter. 
The current expenses of the college have been reduced to the mini- 
mum. A mighty ef for- was made to live within the income. But it 
was like a surgeon using the knife to cut off every thing that was 
not absolutely 1 An effort was made also to get funds from 
the government to build a new boys’ dormitory. 


Students employed by the FERA at Midland have increased from 
18 in 1923-34 to 30 in 1934-35, according to F. E. Wood, business 
manager. Monthly allotments of $375.00 are paid through the school 
to students who would be unable to attend college without financial 
aid. * * * Jobs held by students cover janitor, repair and clerical 
work, kitchen help and assistant instruction in violin and music. 


Hours spent by employees total 1167 a month. 


Work 
The number of the faculty has been just the same as reported 
last September. They *** are to be commended for their work 


under many difficulties. We need to rejoice that so many of them 
have remained loyal to Midland during these strenuous years.*** The 
attendance *** was within one of the highest in the history of the 
school. The work and activities of the college have been of the usual 
high order. Emphasis has been placed on scholarship. Midland ranks — 
high in securing places for those who desire to teach. 35 will graduate 
from the college in a few weeks.

Congregations and individuals have been most generous. Dona- 
tions of canned goods, eggs, potatoes and meat again filled the store 
room. Especially the canned fruit, representing much toil and sacri- 
fice on the part of the good women of the Congregations, was far 
beyond all expectations. | 

Cash receipts for the year were $25,792.50. Disbursements to- 
taled $25,973.89, showing a difference of disbursements over receipts 
of $181.39. Our own Synod contributed $2,073.50 on apportionment 
and $1,257.93 thru donations and Host Fund, besides contributions 


of food, clothing and other supplies from all of our Congregations 


and organizations. For all this Tabitha is indeed grateful. 


_ Eighty-one children were taken care of during the year, 16 were

150 books on Christian an egy 
Religious Biography, Church History, Church Administration, 
related subjects, may be borrowed from the Laymen’s Movement for 
a two-month period for simply the te cost—ten cents. A mimeo- 
graphed list of subjects may be had from this Committee. 


EVERY MEMBER VISITATION. Your Committee 2 — the 
general use of this term rather than that of Every Member Canvass, 
as recommended by the Laymen's Movement. e three stages of 
the Visitation are re-emphasized as being of equal importance: (1) 
the preparatory ſeducational and spirit campaign; (2) the actual 
visitation of every member; (3) the systematic follow-up, including 
the quarterly statement. 


Tuo trends are noticeable in connection with the Visitation: There 
is a distinct turning away from the erroneous idea that it is simply 
an annual financial drive. There is a greater interest and confidence 
in the program of the Laymen’s Movement. Secretary Black reported 
to the Savannah convention (U. L. C. Minutes 1934, p. 517): “The 
spirit of defeatism which had such a deadening effect upon the 1932 
campaign gave away (in 1933 and 1934) to a spirit of faith and 
trust and a determination to carry on regardless of the nature, or 
number, of obstacles.”

However, Prof. E. G. Hopkins, first 
alternate, took his place. Our delegates attended every session unless 
excused on committee duty. The convention was noted for harmony. 
There were 511 delegates present out of a possible 534 and there 
were as many visitors present.

The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief reported that the 
funds of the Board are invested in bonds, mortgages on property, 
and in real estate taken over by the Board by foreclosure proceedi 
The total amount of these funds is $3,387,658.00. A net rate of in- 
come of four per cent is reported from these investments. The only 
defaulters are bonds and stock that were gifts. Secre Hodges 
stated that the decline in Apportionment rather than decline from 
investments was the cause of reductions of pensions from $400.00 to 
$300.00. The matter of financial relief for un-employed ministers 
referred to this committee for study and to report at next meet- 


The matter of Women's Rights in the Church,” which had been 
referred to a special committee in 1932, was given an airing after 
the majority and the minority committee reports were read.
